Concerning the substance of the interview, Applicant's representative presented 
Applicant's viewpoint that a key aspect of the present invention is that it teaches that twist 
angle is a parameter previously unknown as affecting response speed. 

The Examiners seemed to agree that such discovery that this parameter had an 
unknown function and that it would have a criticality within a range that has not been known 
before might be a proper rationale for non-obviousness. However, the Examiner indicated 
that a new search may have to be done. 
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Applicant's representative indicated that an RCE may be filed shortly to allow the 
Examiner to conduct a new search. 
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
